this Day, merely becauſe they were indorſed 
by Lara, who was then a Bankrupt, and that 
if it was neceſſary to prove them under Laras 
Commiſſion, that the Aſſignees ſtood in his 
Shoes, and could do as well as he, he refuſed 
to go.

the Printer of the London Evening, who ſaid he 
v ould not put it in for an hundred Pounds, for 
he had had ſo much Trouble and had been
